Fight Points Can Be Start 
Toward Real Peace 


The joint declaration of policy issued by Prime Minister 
C¥turchill and President Roosevelt following their dramatic 
meeting at sea seems to have as its principal objective the 
assurance to all nations, including Germany, that the Allies 
do not seek to conquer or dismember any power. They seek 
only to establish a world order which will permit all nations 
40 live in peace. ; 

A number of the points laid down in the declaration are 
of extraordinary interest. Point number four, for instance, 
guarantees that all states, ‘‘great and small, victor and van- 
quished’’, will be given access on equal terms to the trade 

raw materials of the world. That amounts to a reversal 

of policy for England, which has usually guarded her re- 

gources jealously, and has often used high tariffs to give Em- 

pire states preferential treatment in English-dominated mar- 
kets. This country has at times done the same thing. 

Point number eight has iron in it. It says, in effect, that 
until a wider and more general system of world security is 
attained, it will be necessary to disarm and keep disarmed 
the aggressor nations, ‘This means, apparently, that the Al- 
lies will, in the event of victory, act as the world’s police- 
man, carrying @ big stick with which to at once subdue any 
embryo conqueror when he lifts his’ head. X

’ ‘with President Wilson's famous and ill-fated 14 points. 


il ‘Where is, however, one extremely important difference. Mr. 


Wilson’s program was purely his own, and he was not able 
to persuade the heads of the other allied nations to adopt 
“it, ‘This new declaration ‘has been officially signed by Mr. 
Churchill as well as Mr. Roosevelt, and so amounts to the 
official policy of both England and the United States-Ex-
